Counttous READER, 

22937? He mutual! complaints of the Twky Compazy 
and S* Sackwile Crow late Embaſlador in 
Turky, being eminently publique ; and many 
ſcandals being caſt upon the Merchants, and 
upon the preſent Embaſlador, by private whiſpers of 
S* Sackwile and his Agents : It is become even neceflary 
ro expole the tollowing papers to publique view ; being 
the coP1es of S* Sac, Crowes Warrants, Inſtruttions and 
Letters to his Agents, and of ſome of their Retwrnes: 
rogether with the Fadfors letters unto the Company 
here ; giving an account of his attempts againſt them, 

And whoſoever ſhall eſteeme it worth his time to 
be truly informed of the matters in difference, as they 
depended before the lace,.and this preſent Parliament , 
may colle& trom theſe Papers, the true ſtate of the 
controverlie: The moſt materiall of which are conteſ- 
ſed by S* Sackwile Crew betore a Congmitree of Parlia- 
ment, to have paſled under his own hand and Seale; an 
the others allo will be as eaſily proved, 

But be pleated firſt to underſtand the relation be- 
tween the Levant (or Twky) Company and S* Sackwile 
Crew, He was firſt employed in the yeare 1638, as 
Embaſſador or Agent to Conſtantinople: and although 
he was dignified(as was uſual)with the title of the Kings 
Embaſlador or Reſtdent, and his Commiſſion ; yet it 
was not an Embaſly upon matters of State, there being 
only Capitulations and peace tor treedom of Trade 
berween the Turkes and the Engliſh; and S* Sackwile 
Crow,under that honorable name,was the Levant Com- 
panies Agent or publique Miniſter, upon ſeverall agree- 
ments and covenants mutually paſled berween them : 
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To the READER, 
and as Their Agent only, the Company paid for the 
tranſportation and proviſion of himſelte, his Lady, and 
all his retinue: and alſo gave him Sixe hundred pounds 
as advance, for the furniture an4 ornament of his houſe 


.at Conſtantirepie : and covenanted to allow him a year- 


ly Salary of neere Two thouſand five hundred pounds 
ſterling z which was paid him quarterly beforehand, 
And He covenanted 70 t.,ke care of the publique good of the 
Companies irade, ar:d impartially 10 ſee it erdered ly the rules 
and orders made by them : and to aſſiſt th:iir Treaſurer to 
cauſe the coſts and charges of any Awvania, (or Turkiſh 
charge upon fictitious pretences ) that ſhould happen 
upcn a Nationall cauſr, 16 be rorne by all the Company of 
Trad-rs there, in indifferent proportions, as their Treaſurer and 
the Erg'iſh nation there ſhould thir ke fit : and that be ſhould 
not exatt ayy Levy of moneys, or forcitly take the goods or 
moneys of any of the Traders there, upon any pretence what- 
ſoever without the Companies erder under Seale, This was 
the ſumme and ſubſtance of the truſt repoled 'by the 
Company in S* Sackwile Crow, (with ſome other As 
leſs materiall) tro which he was obliged by Articles 
under his hand and feale, 

Novw the moſt groſs, palpable and infamous breach 
of this publique truſt,to the high diſhonour of the En- 
eliſh nation in the eyes of Turkes and Infidels, and to 
the utmoſt hazard of the loſs and ruine of a very im- 
portant part of the Engliſh Trade, and of the lives and 
tortunes of many of the Engliſh Nation, This 1s the 
ſubje& matter of the Levant Companies complaint 
againſt S* Sackwile Crow: and the following Papers ſpeak 
enough to be ſufficient proof on their behalte: from 
theſe every judicious eye may collect clere evidence, 
that S* Sackwile Crow did not only caſt aſide that care of 
the publique goed of the Companies trade, and obſerving = 

rules 
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yules and orders,unto which he was obliged byCovenant; 
But alſo that he aſſumed and uſurped to himſelfe an 
abſolute arbitrary power over all the Companies 
Eſtates in Turky, and their Factors Perſons , and to be 
their abſolute and ſupreme Judge even in his own caſe 
and that he demeaned himſelfe, as if he had been abſol- 
ved from all his Covenants; purſuing by all undue 
meanes of force and fraud his private intereſt, to the 
ruine of the Trade, An4 to make thele Papers ſpeake 
in method and order, be pleaſed (good Reader) to 0b- 
ſerve from them, 

1, S* Sackvile Crowes Secret deſient ; as himſelfe calls 
it, to his own Servants, 

2, The Diſzuiſes he cunningly deviſeth to cover the 
frighting Deformity of it,at leaſt untill he had compal- 
ſed it, 

3. The Meanes direRed and ordered by him, for the 
effecting his deſigne, 

4. The proceedings he made towards the E x:cution of 
his deſigne, before the Engliſh in Turky could ayoid 
his opprellion, 

I, Firſt, the Warrants, Inſtructions and Letters 
given under S* Sackviles hand and ſeale, to his ſervants 
Jobn Hetherington and Loreno Zuma diſcover with 
open face, that he deſigned ro make himſelfe Maſter of all 
theEneliſh Eſtates in Turky, The very words of his (c- 
cond Warrant are theſe, * We Prow? inorder ſequeſtra- a Sec Vage x. 
tion of all moneys, MerchandiRes and other goods and faculties 
whatſoever within the d. minions of the Grand Siznor where- 
ever belouging to the members of the ſaid Company in the 
* Sch:dule annexed; Requiring you to boa d and enter all Ships * There was a 
and Veſſels, an4 to break: epen and enter into all and every — 
the Houſes, Vi'are-houſes and Compting-houſes of all and every had all the con- 
the ſaid parties ;, ant 19 take, WO. and put _ ch yg clot 
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cuſtody, all ſuch moneys, Merchandize, goods and other f acul- 
ties of what nature ſoever, that you ſhall diſcover, find out and 
get into your power &c, And in his letter to Hethering- 


ron, he commands him ® to hinder Jorden and all othiy 
Maſters of (bips from lading, til hewas Maſter of what he 


. aymed at, Andin another letter to Hetherington, he 
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tells him thus ; © Tow have order for rendring into your 
poſſeſfon all goods aboard the Ships, belonging to any of our 
Nation ;, for af it be for any Engliſh, 1 care not for whom, 
or if by any Engliſh laden, 1 care not by whom, ſequeſter it, 
And his intentions to graſpe at no leſle then all, 
may appeare, not only by the * private carriage of his 
deſigne, enjoyning his Agents * that ns creature ſhould know 
any part thereof , Not * not the French Druggermay em- 
ployed by him in diſcovering the Merchants Eſtates : But by 
his expreſs InQructions to them, 5 70 poſſeſſe themſelves 
of what they could, without limitation : and * to exſpect his 
further orders for the tune of their ſeiJing or plundering all 
there, that He might fall on to doe the ſame ( which he called 
H is worke) at Conſtantinople at the ſame time, An1 in ano- 
ther letter to Lorenzo and Hetherington, he tells 
them i He i' adviſed of an Engliſh Ship arrived about 
Smyrna , which by advice from within rides without, and 
reſolves for Scanderone, and t0 diſcharge and relade there 
But he hoped to get « command for the Chiaus to ſecure 
that other Corner alſo, And the ſame letters alſo give 
cleere evidence that his further deſtgne was, to 
cranſport himſelfe and the Englith eſtates he could 
ſwallow, out of Turky into ſome other forraine Nati- 
on ; As in another letter to his complices, «* Upon your 
advice, I ſhall make wſe of ſome one of theſe Ships here, to 
tranſport my Wife and family, and provid: for the reſt in time, 
And he ' ſeverall times orders his Agents to agree 
with ſhippinz at high rates, to tranſport the goods he 


had 
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had plundered from the Engliſh, And the Reader 


may obſerve in ſeverall paſſages ® how highly S* Sack- a 22. 24. 83. 


wile was inraged at the ſtealing any Engliſh goods 
aboard, or the departure of any ſhip: He eftceming 
itall ro be loſt out of his purſe ; having ſwallowed 
in his hopes the whole Engliſh eſtate in that Empire, 
And he was ſo confident in the face of the Sun to avow 
the making hin;ſrIfe a fortune apon the Companies eſtates 
there ( for that was his ſole, and utmoſt end what ever 


may now be ſuggeſted) » That he demanded of the Fa- , 6. 7. x, 74. 
ors at once, Twenty five thouſand pounds Sterling, for $9. 81. 


his Eſtate which he ſaid was ſequeſtred in England ; and 
neere Ten thouſand pownds Sterling for his hopes of 
future profits by his Embaſly for ſeven years: and tells 
them that wntill they had paidit him, neither their Perſons 
nor Eflates ſhould be free, fo he had vowed to God at the Liſt 
Sacrament 19 ſacrifice his Eſtate, Himſelfe Wife and Children, 
for the execution of this hus abſolute intent, 

IT. Secondly, theſe following Papers will thew 
the Diſeniſes which S* Sackvile Crow invented and prati- 
ſed, for the more plaufible carrying on this his grand 
and black Deſigne, Firſt, he impoſed a Lev4ation or taxe 
upon the Engliſh Eſtates, of « Hundred and ten thouſand 
Dollars , under colour of a neceffity for ſo much to 
ſatisfy the Companies debts : Requiring the ſame to 


be paid in ready money, when he told his Agents * heo 5. 16. 


knew it to be impoſſible ; whom yer he inſtructed 70 take 


no ſecurity, * monot all the Nation for one mans taxe: Nei- y 16. 


ther would he allow any time, when the Factors would 
ſ{ubmit to his Leviation, if they might have time to raiſe 
the money : Burt in purſuance of his ſecret Deſigne, he 
gives out Warrants an4 Inſtrutions to Enter Warehouſes 
and Comptinghouſes,and ſeize wpon all Goods, Money and Mer- 
ehandiRe ; that thereby he might not only have _ 
10n 
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ſion to begin to rifle the Engliſh Eſtates, but to Diſcover 
them ; and this with leſs odium and ſcandall from the 
Tmkes anJ1 lewes, and with more affiſtance from the 
Twrkiſh officers, then would have bin, if his ſecret De- 
ſigne had been fallen upon bare-taced. Yet to make it 
beyond diſpute, that This was only intended in order 
to the deligne of ſwallowing up all ; The Reader may 
pleaſe to obſerve that this Leviation was and 1s by 
S Sackwile himſelte acknowledged to be a 4 Colour : 
His Agents being ordered © to make that the ground- 
worke of all their other worke; and * not to diſcover his 
owne pretences till the laſt, As alſo that ſome of the 
Fators, hoping to prevent his further opprefſion,made 
render of their part of the Leviation in money to $' 
Sakuile Crow himſelte ; and he retuſed it, and gave 
order to his Agents at Smyrna, © 70 arreſt the perſon and 
goods of Mr, Daniell Edwards, that offered it, notwithſtan- 
ding h:s tender of h:s money z, and ſaid he longed to have him 
in his power, And Mr, Nathaniel Brandon, another of 
the Factors, offering likewiſe his part, S* Sackwile retu- 
ſed it, unleſs he would diſcover where all his Eſtate re- 
mained ; which M* Brandon denying, S* Sackwile ſends 
for his Broker, commanding a diſcovery from him, as 
alſo from M* James Audiford : Bur they ſtill refuſing, 
S* Sackwile vowed that if it were between Heaven and 
Earth he would find it out: & thereupon,on S* Sackwiles 
command, M* 5randon was clapt in Chaines, Nay « the 
fall of the Lewviation would not be accepted: * Nor being paid, 
might the Factors be afterwards at liberty to lade 
their goods ; Burt * ſtill his inſtruments are directed to 
(ſeize, And. this firſt diſguiſe of a Leviation, carried 
Two more in his bowels ; The one was, a ſeizure of 
more goods tor charges, when they had enough double 
and treble tor the Leviation;and thoſe he (et at 36000 

Dollars 
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Dollars : The other was to appraiſe the goods his A- 
gents ſhould Seize, at halfe values ; That when his new 
pretences for his ſecret Deſigne ſhould come, he might 
not want colour for ſwallowing up the whole, 

The next maske of his deſigne was a meere fained 
pretence * that the Parliament had fequeſtred his x Page 7 
Eſtate in England, by the compantes procurement z and 
therefore He would repaire himſelte out of theirs in 
Turky : and then he values his Eſtate ar 297000 Dol- 
lars (neere 80000 pound ſterling) whereas it is belei- 
ved that he had not a viſible Eſtate x0 3000 pound 
Value, 

An other pretence was, ? aclaime of 174000 D1l-,, ... 
lars for Conlulage due to him; although he had con- 
tracted under hand and Seale with the Company 70 aft 
in colletting that money for Them,to be paid to Their Treaſurer, 

T hat being the uſuall Receipt out of which the Com- 
pany defray the extraordinary Charge of the Embaſſa- 
dor and other Miniſters abroad, Burt as he inſtructed 
his ſervants about the ſeizing ſome of the Factors per- 
ſons, * 10 Make a pretence, if they could not find one, for _ 
(he (aid) it was all owe to him, (oO the worke were done , war 
So he praQtiſeth himſelfe to forge and invent pretences 
to deyoure the Companies Eſtates ; that his rapine and 
violence might not be ſeene nnmasked, leaſt they ſhould 
have loſt the opportunity ro at it, 

ITI. Thirdly, Let the Reader obſerve from theſe 
papers what unhappy Meanes, ſuitable to his En4s, he 
tound out for compaſſing his deſigne, 

I, By falſe infinuations to the Vizier, he procures 
countenance from him for an Embargo : An1 there- 
upon * he arreſts all the ſhips of the Engliſh at Smirna and 45+: "* * 
Conſtantinople ;, and probibine alſo the Lading of any goods, OY 

commands the perſons of any that ſhould preſume 10 lage, 
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To the READER. 

to be arreſted ;, and thoſe that could not be apprehended, to be 
proclaimed * Rebells : and fo he afterwardes ſtyled moſt 
of the Engliſh Nation there, And he further com- 
mands » Accounts to be given to his Agents by the Maſpers 
of the ſhips, of all the goods on board ;, aud they to enter into 
all Ships, warehouſes or Counting houſes ; and 10 take into 
their power all Bookes of Accompts, Bulls of Debt, Acquittan- 
ces, Letters, or oth:r writings or evidence whatſoever belon- 
ging t0 any Eneliſh whatſoever ;, and the ſame to keepe and 
and make uſe of in evidence, Thus under © a feyned Co- 
lour of command from that State, he practiſed to im- 
mure the whole Engliſh Eſtate, that none might eſcape 
his fingers, 

2, He ordered Rewards and promiſes to be made 
and given to Informers ( without reſerving his Agents 
within any bounds) that they might diſcover the mo- 
neys,goods and debts of the Company, And 4 He orders 
his ſervants !0 empley ſome Jew or Armenian Brokers (under 
pretence of Bargains) to diſcover the Engliſh Eſtates: And 
his Agents © make him returne to theſe InſtraRtions, 
That they had employed the moſt cunning Rogues in all the 
Countrey, to ſee if they could diſcover any other part of the 
Nations E(tate cather hid oy lying ont. 

3. He ordered * the Bribing of the Cady,the Neipe,the 


- Chiaus, the Cuſtomer, and all the Turkiſh officers and in- 
' ferior miniſters, to gaine their afſiſtance in his deſigne : 


and herein he gives his Agents. 8 Latitude without linut; 
and tells them againe and againe b That they muſt ſþare no 
Coſt , aſſuring them they may charge 10000 Dollars wpon 
him by bills for that aſe, and commands them i to pawne 
thegoods they ſeaze,for the ſame end; That they might 
buy the Turkiſh Miniſters to execute his cruelry npon 
the Factors, and helpe to poſſeſs him of tle companies 
Eſtate, And to make his Agents moſt impndent and - 
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fearleſs in what they did, he gives them aſſurance in a 
boaſting manner * That the Merchants ſhould never have & Page 38. 
right againſt them, ſo long as they themſelves had any thing , 
to bribe the contrary: and he bad them ! Yalue themſelves 
and their ſervice at what rate they pleaſed, and they ſhould be 
recompenſed, 

4, Heordered his Servants to ingratiate themſelves 
withall the Turkes; who were apt to mutiny by ſee- 
ing the horrid rapine and injuſtice executed upon the 
traders with whom they dealt : and therefore he com- 
manded them to ſpare no charge in preſents, " to make # Page 18. 40. 
the very Townſmen of their party z and to perſwade*?' 
them that all that was done, was intended for the better 
regulation and advance of Trade ; which he (aid was only 
in his power to increaſe and regulate, 

5. And yet to Secure himlelte of the whole Engliſh 
Eſtate more certainly, he tooke care to prevent the 
interpoſition of the juſtice of the very Infidells,'which 
he teared might protect the Merchants from his oppreſ- 
fion: Therefore he informed the Vizier, ® that divers » Page 26. 
Engl:ſh ſhips were joyned with the Venetian Fleet, 
the Turkes Enemy, and attended to give Battle to 
the Grand Signiors Fleete : and alſo * that ſome ſhips 9 Page 82. 
had been Laden by the Merchants with Powder and 
prohibited goods, for the Enemies ſupplies : And 
» counſells his Servants at Smirna to procure from the 
Turkiſh Miniſters there, moſt dangerous and falſe Cer- 
tificates, That the Factors perſwaded the people of the place 
to mmiinic: By this meanes expoſing the Fa&tors per- 
ſons at leaſt to Slavery in the Gallies, if not ; wa by 
Torments, and the Companies Eſtates to a certaine 
confiſcation; if the Vizier himſelfe had not diſcerned 
his falſeneſs and Avanious deſignes againſt his own 
Nation, And though his allegations had not full crediry 
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yet, by them he obſtruRed, at leaſt for a time, the 


only meanes of releife which the taors could expe, 
hoping in the interim to make ſure of moſt of their 
Eſtate, 

Thus He that was employed and truſted cheitely (as 


- occaſion ſhould happen) to mediate with the Grand 


Signor and his Miniſters that the G—_—_ be- 
tween him and the Engliſh might be kept, as ſacred 
and inviolate z and that noe Engliſh Cauſes between 
themſelves might be under the juriſdition of the Tur- 
kiſh Miniſters ( the Grand Signor having granted, for 
our Nations ſecurity, that his Officers ſhould not inter- 
meddle therein) Even He that was thus truſted, having 
deſigned to make his private fortunes out of the Com- 
panies Eſtates , endeavoured to his utmoſt to bring all 
the Nation there, under the Tyranny of the Turkiſh 
Miniſters ; conjuring his Servants to make noe Scruple 
* ro uſe the Turkiſh ayde againſt the Merchants perſons 
and Eſtates, whatever came of it, 

IV. Fourthly, Theſe papers will give you an 
account what proereſſe S* Sackvile Cyow made 1n the 
E xecution of his intended rapine, 

1, His Orders for arreſting the Ships in port, tooke 
ſuch unhappy effect, by his ſubrilty in gaining Impe- 
riall Commands upon falſe fogpaliivat thee {ome ſhips 
were ſtayed in port neare 7 moneths ; to an inſuppor- 
table damage of the Merchants, 

2, He actually * forced the payment of 110000 
Dollars, under colour of a Leviation : and alſo * Bonds 
for 25000 Dollars, under colour of maintenance for 
himſelfe and his family, 

3, His Servants prevailed ſo effe&nally with the 
Turkiſh officers, That * they ſeized and impriſoned, 
firſt the Conſul and moſt principall of the Factors ar 

Smirna

Smirna z and afterwards moſt of the reſt : and with Bar- 


barous cruelty * haled the Conſul and Sixe of the * Page 91. 


cheite of that taory to a darke and cloſe Dungeon, 
with the doores and windowes nailed upon them, in 
the extreame heate of Summer : Where they had in 
probability periſhed, if the mercy of the Turkes had 
not been prevailed upon with a bribe of 100 Dollars,to 
exceed the mercy of S* Sackwiles Servants, and to open 
a window for light and ayre, Andat the ſame time 
they forced away from the Conſul there the Imperiall 
Capitulations, which were the only ſecurity of the 
Engliſh againſt Death or Slavery by the Turkes, And 
within > tew daies they hurried their Priſoners with 
Turkiſh guards 350 ks overland to Conſtantinople, 
to impriſon them in S" Sackwile Crowes owne Houle : 
Many of their fellow Factors being ſoone after brought 
in like manner to partake of the ſame bondage, And 
what he acted by his cruel Agents at Smirna, He him- 
ſelfe undertooke to execute upon the Factory at Con- 
ſtantinople; where taking the opportunity of a Gene- 
rall Court or meeting of the Nation ; He cauſed the 
Gates to be ſhut, and by ſurpriſe tooke them all his 
Priſoners , and ſer ftrong guards upon them, to prevent 
all acceſſe to them, and their ſending the leaſt paper 
abroad; ſome of them alſo being claprt in Chaines, 

4. He cauſed the Counting houſes, Warehouſes and 
Chambers of the Engliſh at Conſtantinople, to be ſei- 
zed and ſealed up, And his ſervants Hetherington and 
Zuma did the ſame to the whole Engliſh Nation at 
Smirna z and proceeded alſo to breake open and ran- 
ſake all their Chambers, Trunkes and Counting houſes; 
and to plunder and carry away unto Turkiſh Canes, all 
money, g00ds, faculties and effets whatſoever they 
could find, either at home or abroad : Expoſing their 
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Servants and Families to the mercy of the Infidells for 
their ſubſiſtence, 

5, He breathed forth moſt ſevere threats and me- 
naces by his Agents, againſt the Servants and families 
of the Factors, toextort from them diſcovery and con- 
teſſion of their Maſters Eſtates and debts, and for deli- 
very of their Bookes ; intending to devoure the whole: 
and the dread of the Turkiſh Souldiers and Officers 
(whoſe tiranny was ſo higly menaced) ſo affrighted the 
FaRtors Servants, that they fled to ſhips for refuge ; 
leaving the plundered Houſes to the open world, 

Thus the Reader will find S* Sack vile Crowes Cruelty 
and vigor in Executing, to be no leſs, then his ſubcilty 
and policy in Contriving his deſigne of rapine upon 
the Companies Eſtates : and if the outcries and clamors 
of the Jewes and Turkes againſt ſuch horrid oppreſ- 
fions and deſtructive courſes to all future Trade, to- 
gether with ſome Preſents made to the Vizier by ſome 
few of the fators that fortunately eſcaped impriſon- 
ment, had not cauſed the Turkith juſtice ro interpoſe, 
and redeeme the Merchants Eſtates, and the Fators 
pry trom his cruell and covetous hands, his ceſtgne 

ad certainly been fully ſucceſſetull, 

Now let the Reader judge whether the Compan 
were not obliged for their owne preſervation, upon er 
vice of theſe horrid attempts of S* Sackwile Crow, to 
ſeeke ſome preſent redreſs, And this they did by hum- 
ble addrefles to the late Parliament, who were pleaſed 
to order * his Revocation ; and by ordinance of Par- 
liament * to authoriſe S' Thowas Bendijhe to be Em- 
bafſador in S* Sackwile Crowes ſtead, Yet when S* The- 
mas Bendiſhe arrived) S* Sackvile contemnes the autho- 
rity whereby he was ſent ; an1 pretends him to be no 


other thea an Impoſtor, who-had counterfeited Com- 
miſhons 
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miſſions for an Embaſſy ; although his authority(being 

both from the King and the Parliament) was as great 

as ever any Embaſſador carried into Turky: and he 
ſecretly infinuated to the Vizier, that the Engliſh 
Nation there were moſt of them Rebells ;, and 

S* Thomas Bencyſhe intended to be their Head : Suggeſt- 

ing alſo that he had Letters from the King to the 
Grand Signor for his owne continuance in the Embaſſy, 

hoping to have hindered the reception of S* Thomas 
Bendyſhe, But when the falſehood of his pretences ap- 

peared to the Vizier, He cauſed his owne officers ro 

ſend him on board a Turkiſh Veſtell ro Smirna, to be 

trom thence ſhipped for England, to be dealt with ac- 
cording to his demerits, And upon his arrivall here 

in April 1648, * the Parliament committed hing Pri- * Page 99. 
ſoner to the Tower of London in order to his Tryall 

and referred the Companies Complaints to be exami- 

ned by the Committie for the Navy : and ſeverall 
witneſles in the caſe were by them examined}; although 

the Report was not made, through the, cunning arti- 

fices of S' Sackvile (row to delay the full hearing of the 

Cauſe, Bur it is humbly ſubmitted to every ingenuous 
Reader, whether there was not cauſe ſufficient to ſend 

home S* Sackwile Crow : and whether $ Thomas Bendiſhe 

was not obliged in faichfulnſſe to his truſt, to proceed 
a$ he did, in order to the performing his owne Emba(- 
ſy : And whether the hand of Juſtice might not have 
fallen heavy upon S* Sackuift Crow, if there had been 
that vigorous proſecution which the blackneſle of his 
defignes againſt the Company might have provoked

Money, or elf, firſt to make the 
Caddie ſure to you, and ſo his *Neipe, and thoſe in credic 
wich them, whether of his houſhold. or in the Town; and 
eſpecially amongſt thoſe of the Town, Buſtangees and Apa; 
and having thenz with you, and beeing backed with thoſe 
Commands and that Fettfaro, which you have in your hand; 
you need not doubt of prevailing over the other or an 
poſing you, the chief and piincipal bering fereled, whom 
you may confirm yours, by telling them that the Trade, and 
ſo their good is concerned, adyantaged aud protected by the 
Ambaſſador, and his care thereof,whoſe proper work that is, 
and that power given him by che Capitulations, and the 
Grand Signors expres commands now ſent with Fettfars 
thereon ; declaring that all our Subjedts ſhould obey our 
Ordems accordingly, without which it would bee impoſſible 
to have any Trade continued here or there, or they have any 
Commerce or benefit thereby, there beeing none almok now 
but Engliſh thatTrade,and that nuuſt allo fail if their publick 
Debts bee nortpaid. 

7. For this pnrpoſe, you are to ym no charge, whatever 
it colt ; wee reſolving to make the Eſtate of ſuch as reſiſt, to 
pay the expence, as well as our demands; and therefore on 
are well and diligently to obſerv the proceeding of the Cad- 
die, and working of the Ntion wich him, or the Town ; 
and accordingly, and with a diligence proportionable, ply 
your bukneſs. 

8. For the better effecting whereof,confidering yoar ſelf and 
the Druggermen as (trangers to the forms of ihat place, and 
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that thoſe of the Nation may bee falie to you; and to the 
end you may not bee to ſeek, as well tor means to com ac- 
quainted with the Caddieand o:her chief men of the place in 
occaſion, nor how to diſcover our Merchants Eſtates and 
proccedings, nor to. have a conſtant intelligence on them, 
or want help in occalion ; you ſhall make uſe of ſuch Letters 
as you will have fromthe French Ambaſſador, and our ſelf, 
to the Freneb Conlul there, prayin: the Altance of his Drug- 
germen in your occalions ; under which gene: als, having Or- 
der from the Conſul for kis Druggermen in ſuch occation, 
becing a Jew, you may for money (which you are not to 
ſpare) make him yonrs, and work him to your ends ; but bee 
carefull (however) you truſt him not with any ſecret, or

John Hetherington aud Lorenzo Suma, their Letters to Sir 
Sackvile Crow, adviſing furtber of their proceedings, dated in 
Smyrna, 16. of June, 1646. 


Right Honorable, 


Ye rter wee received your Lordſhips of the 4. preſent, 
being the Copy of the 3. And to day wee received your 
Lordſhips of the 8. and rejoyce to hear your Lordſhip is in 
ſuch a readineſs for your juſt demands, and wiſh, your Lord- 
ſhip leſs trouble, and better ſucceſs, then wee this day have 
Had, atid wee doubt for many dayes ſhall incounter here : thif 
morning the Caddies ſon, with his Neipe and principall Offt- 
cers carne, and wee began firſt with the Conſulls houſ, but 
before wee began *twaz ſpoken in the Caddies own houſy%t all 
over the Town,our defign to ſeiz what we could finde;abou 

7 a clock his ſon came & entred the Conſuls houſ, & opene 

all the Warehouſes, and took from thenee, with Elfords and 
K:ebles,ſom 400 Clothes,& 9 Bales Mobairs; we left behinde 
us 3$ Bales of Silk, 13 Bales his ſervant wy pr were (old 
by his maſter to Mr. Brent, to be paid by Bill of Exchange 
at Conſtantinople, and when advice came the Bills were paid 

the Goods ſhould bee delivered ; in the mean time they lie in 
Mr. Laxcelots Warehouſe, with ſome 40 Clothes, 60 Barrels 
of Tynne, which Tinne belongs to Mr. Saintbill, and ſealed 
up by the Neipe and ur. Before wee had ended at this houſe, 
the whole Town was in an uprore, being fomented by Jews, 
and ſom of the young frie lett behinde, and proclaimed in 
the Streets, that the Town would bee undone, the Trade 
loft and go to wrack, if this was ſuffered ; ſo that before the 
Conſulls door were ſo many of the ſcum of the Town, the 
Streets were packed thick of them, On the other fide, a more 
unruly enemy tlireatned worſe things, the Maſter of the Gol- 
den Lyon, who had before given Barnardiſton 9000 wy at 
Cambio, 
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Cambio, and had no Goods in his poſſeſſion, hearing how ic 
would fare with them, lands 4o men at Barnardiſtons houſe, 
and vowed hee would have his money or-goods, or ſwore 
hee would beat down the Town ſo likewiſe the Jonas got 
her ſails to yards, that the Caddies fon and the Chiouz de- 
fired to let it alone, until! another day, for fear of worſ 
events'; fo when they had made-an end at Lanc-lots houf, 
would ſtay no longer, but promiſed to come another day. 
The Eſtate b#ore mentiened wee carried away in ſpighe of 
envie, and have = itup ina ſafeCane: aflloon as this was 
done, becauſ the Captain would nat come aſhore, 1 got Jordan 
to goa bord the Golden Lion, and know the Maſter his intent, 
bat to acquaint him with the danger might enſue thereon ;

The fatiors generall Letter to the Levant Company, dated the 28 
of Zune, 164.5. in ConfRlantinople. 


Right Worſpipfull, 


rs, at preſent wee have our heads and hands full, and all 
little enough to preſerve your Eſtates from devouring, 
and our ſelves from that evill conſequence niight enſue upon 
ſuch unheard of proceedings and intentions, as have been 
long in private agitation ; bat when the Monſter came to the 
bicth, there wanted ſtrength to bring forth; ſoin a good hour 
wee may ſay, the ſnare is broken, and doubt not the devices 
of the Crattie is fruſtrate by him, whoſe Almightineſs ſhews 
it ſelf moſt, when wee morrtalls are leaſt capable to help our 
ſelves. - Wee ſhall, according to our obligation, give your 
Woarſhips ſome accompet of the Jaſt progreflions ot his Lord- 
ſhip Sir Sackvile Crow, whom his Majeſtie ſenc bither Am- 
baſſador, and to bee a Proteor of your Eitates, and our Per- 
ſons; how he hath performed this charge and dutie formerly, 
your Worſhips have in part heard ; what hath happened of 
late, wee ſhall now chiefly inſiſt upon. 

After his Lordſhip had.cauſed the ſtay of the ſhips in this 
Port and at Smyrna, under pretenſof this States requiring it 
in reſpc& of their Wars with the Venetiens, the Sampſon and 
Smyrna Merchant, baving been here almoſt ſeven monethg, 
to the great loſs and dammage of Ships and Goods; Hee 
picks a querrell wich the Fatory of Smyrna, for not comply- 
ing according to his Order, in the payment of their parts of 
the laſt Leviation money; and hereupon ſends down Joby 
Hetberington one of his ſervants, a moſt lewd, debauche, pro- 
phane, riotous fellow, ( yet his Lordſhips Kinſman ) accom- 
panied with two Chiouzes, ewo Druggermen, —_ and 
other Servants, to proceed with thoſe who ſhould refuſeto 
pay their Leviation according to the inftruftions hee had 


given 


4 AM 
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given the ſaid Hetberington and Lorenzo Zuma Druggerman ; 
but before the arriyall of theſe Agents, the Nation there had 
undertaken the payment by an obligatory letter to his Lord- 
ſhip ; this would not fatisfie, nor depolition of goods for 
ſecurity, untill anſwer ſhould come from hence of the pay- 
ment of theic Bills of exchange which was tendred; but the 
ſecond day after their arrivall, Hetherington and his retinue 
goes to the Caddies,and thither cauſes the Conſull and all the 
Nation to come ; where it was pretended they had laden the 
William and Thoms with Corn, and ſent her away, and there- 
fore by vertae of an Imperiall Command (very privately here 

rocured ) the Conlull, and fix more of the Nation were de- 

ivered into the hands of the Chiouz, and fo brought up hi- 
ther, not being ſuffered to return to their own houſes,bat pur 
a day and a night into an offenſive dark place, the doors and 
windowes not only ſhut, but nayled upon them,nor ſuffering 
either their Friends or Servants to come at them, or a win- 
dow open till the evening, for which alſo they paid Dollars 
100. Fn this diſgracefull manner they werebrought hither, 
where they have been ſince the 22 of the lat moneth, Priſo- 
ners in his Lordſhips houſe to the 2 1 preſent, notwithſtand- 
ing they had complyed in paying the Leviation moneys in 
leffe then a week after their arrivalls ; and by fair promiſes 
put off from day to day, for their diſpatch to their buſineſs 
Smyrna, which could not but much ſuffer by their abſence; 
their Magazines and Counting: houſes continuing ſealed 
from the time of their attachments ; the Ships not permitted 
to Jade or depart, though empty ; and no debts due to them 
—= bee paid in this their abſence and time of diſtra- 

ion. 

The Leviation monies being ſatisfied ( of which Dollars 
31coo, bis Lordſhip forced into Cancellaria ) and wee of 
Smyrna expeQing ro more rubbs in the way, his Lordſhip 
the 16 inſtant calls a Court, and there declared, that of what 
monies had been colleed, there would not remain much on 
the old Accompt x therefore proviſion muſt bee made forthe 
future growing charge, for ſo much as upon this pretended 

im- 
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Imbargoe, no Ships would come in haſte, and hee and his 
muſt bee maintained, which hee would provide for ; here- 
upon, when wee could not do otherwiſe,Dollars 25 000 was 
promiſed, halt by this FaFory, tor which his Lordſhip cau-« 
{cd us to enter intv Bond, as hee did thoſe of Smyrne tor the 
uther halt ; this being effefted, which we ſhould not neither 


.alcogether have bcen jo ready to have complyed in,bur there. 


by to put a period tov all other demands, and enable our 
ſelves to procced in our butineſs for your Werſhips better 
lervice. 

The 18 preſent his Lordſhip calls another Court, and af- 
ter arguing of ſome generall matters, with a ſeeming (ſadneſs 
tells us how that hee had been wronged by fall information 
trom hence and Smyrna (but hee was fo tarr from proving 
it, as that hee would not diſcover ſo much as whom hee ſus 
ſp<Red) and thereupon the Levant Company at home, had by 
means of the Parliament procured ſequeitration of his Eftate 
and Lands in England, and endeavuured to (urprize his Per- 
fon; and theretore according to Religion, Reatun, and com- 
mon policy hee ought to ſecure bimſclt and his Ho a es : 
and thercupon hee departed trom us, requiring the Nation 
ſpeedily to retolve of tume preſent Catisfaftion thar might (e- 
cure his Eſtate at hume, and P-rſon h-re, otherwiie hee yow- 
ed to God, hee v ould fudd nly do it bimſelf, with no lictle 
diſadvantage to our (elvs and Principals : Theſe ftrange, un- 
reaſonable, and nnex Red dm nds, filled us wich amaze 
ment, not knowing what anſwer to give to ſuch a ground- 
lefs demand ; wee delir.d the Secretary Signor Dominico to 
k:. uw his Lordſhips more particular deſires therein, that (o 
Wee might beter unJerliand him, and to put his demands in- 
to ſuch a 1ywoderate way, as hee might receive ſome {otisfafti- 
on. 3 hee returned us aniwer, that wee muſt reſolve to farisfie 
his aforeſaid demands b fore wee went thence ; wherenpon 
the Gates were ſhut, and alſo Guards fer upon us, chat wee 
(hould not converſe with any, or convey fo much as 4 Paper 
out of doors. Thus wee are all furpriz:d, made cloſe Pris 
ſoners, and our Counting-houſe, Ware-houſe, and Go 
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bers ſcaled up, to make ſare of our Goods and Eſtates there 
alſo : continuing in this fad condition all night, and finding 
no motion to proceed from his Lord(hip to declare bimſelt 
facther, four or five of us was appointed by the generality, 
perſonally to crave his Lord(hips particular deſires and de- 
mands of us; whole anſwer was, that the loweſt value hee 
could put upon his Lands the Company had ſequeſtred, was 
25000 pounds ſterling ; and for the loſs hee ſhould futain 
by bzeing put ouc of the Ambaſſadorſhip, which hee faith his 
Majeſty hath granted him for his life, therefore the Strangers 
Conſulage hee rates at Dollars 5000 per ennum , which for 
the clear gain of ſeven years to come, is Dollars 35 000- for 
which hee declared that hee would not accept of any perſo- 
nal ſecurity or obligation whatſoever; but a preſent diſpoliti- 
on of Dollars 160000 in Money or Goods, into his own 
hands muſt bee made : And if to this wee would not conde- 
ſcend, hee told us, that at the laſt Sacrament had vowed to 
God (as hee doth now) to ſacrifice his Eſtate, Himſelf, Wife 
and Children, for the execution of this his abſolute intent; 
and till then, neither our Perſons, Ettates, Ships here, or at 
Smyrna, ſhould bre free. Wee told his Lord(bip, that finding 
not any of us had heard of any ſuch things was (or intend- 
ed to bee) done againſt him by the Company, it would give 
us great {atisfaFon to ſhew Us THOR advices hee grounded 
this pretence upon: To this no anſwer was then given by 
himſelf, but diſmiſſed us, leaving it to our laſt and ſpeedy re» 
ſolution, becauſe hee was reſolved to ſtrike home, Immedi- 
ately after, hee ſent us ward by a ſecond, that hee could not 
let his Honour deſcend ſo low,as to ſhew his advices to any ; 
chis empty reply gave us too much reaſon, nat onely to con- 
clude this to bee a feigned pretence, bur made us ſuſpeR his 
intention and aim was at all the Nations Eftate in the Coun- 
trey; and therefore wee returned him this reaſonable and 
defenfive anſwer, as your Worſhips will particularly perceive 
by the incloſed Paper : whereunto is adjoyned his Reply to 
that our anſwer, as hee pretended, though ir appears it was 
intended before, it beeing dated a day before our an{wer. 
M Whilſt 
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W hil'tt thas wee continued, it happened that thoſe four of 
us were fortunately abſent from Court that day, who hearing 
of our conditions, wherefore,and why wee were thus detain- 
ed, and what an il period theſe proceedings tended unto,ifnot 
timely & prudently prevented, they uſed their beſt endeavors 
. to free us and your livelihoods from the elaws of tyranny and 
covetouineſs ; they applyed themſelvs to Signor 111uſtrifimo 
Coppes the States of Hollands Agent, 'who as hee was ever a 
f.icnd and favonrer of the Natiov, ſo now hee gave us good 
and great teltimony thereot in this our greateſt need and ex- 
treinity: and chiefly by his means with a ſumm of Money ; to- 
gether wich the clamors of the Jews, and many other of the 
Grand Signors SubjeRts again(t this our preſent abuſe, and 
deſtrution of futur: Trade ; The YVizier (whom they had 
well and fully poſſeſſed wich the truth of all things) after 
rhree dajes impriſonment ſent a Chicuz for us to his Lordſhips 
houſ, from whence wee were carried before the Vizier, who 
much upbraided his Lordihip, ſaying, hee never gave him 
Commands for ſuch proceedings, notwithſtanding his Lord- 
ſhips avaneous allegations againſt his own Nation, by faying 
2n Engliſh ſhip at Smyrna was laden with Powder, Ammuni- 
tion, &c, and there reſided for affiftance of the Turks Ene- 
n.i:s, and other the like abuſes and deftruAtive courſes againſt 
thoſe here,tending not on?ly to the confiſcation of Ships and 
Eſtates, but the riſgo of en{laving our bodies, if not the loſs 
of all or ſome of our lives, had his helliſh Plots taken effe&. 
The next day after our general Commitment, arrives five 
more of our fellow Faftors from Smyrna, there ſeized upon 
and made Priſoners, and ſo by his Lordſhlps command, in 
chat narure brought to his houf, and put amongſt us, not- 
wichftanding the advice from their correſpondents hence was 
at Smyrna (before their departure thence) that their part of 
Ieviation Money was all paid in here, yet their leviation,wich 
* more in Moneys and Goods was taken again from them by 
his impudently impious Miniſters there, and all the reſt of 
their Goods continued ſealed up: fo the intent (as your 


Worſhips may plainly perceive) was no other than firſt to 
; get 
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get the moneys here payed, then co ſeize npon theic Perſoza, 
and next to take away and ſecure their Eſtates ; chereby t 2 
prevent a juſt, reaſonable, and natural} defence 5 and now it 
roo plainly appeary, (becauſe his Lordſhips imployers had ta- 
ket courſe no melſengers ſhould come unto us: Horlemen 
are daily diſpeeded unto us by our Friends at Smyrna, adviſing 
us to the 20 inſtant, of the unnatural and devouring progreſ- 
lions they had there made, which was done by the affiſtance 
of the Caddie, whom they had well bribed, beginning to a& 
there at the ſame time as wee were here all impriſoned, (o 
there was no intent of ſtaying for our anſwer to his extra- 
. vagant demands. They firſt tell upon Mr Lancelots houſe, 
thence proceeded all throughout the Nation ; ſo that they 
have not only taken away all the Goods, Moneys, and effe&ts 
whatſoever they could finde in their houſes, at home or a- 
broad , but bruke open and ranſack'd all our Chambers, 
Trunks, and Counting-houſcs, which mounteth to a farr 
greater value than his demands of Dollars 160000; and by 
large promiſes to Informers endeavour to diſcover and take 
what is owing them abroad by people of the Countrey, and 
have ſo threatned our Friends and Servants to deliver our 

Books, and declare where's more of our Eſtates, that th 
are conſtrained to leave our naked houſes to the open world, 
and betake themſelves to the Ships in Port for refuge : All 
this it ſeems cont: nts them not, bue are contriving Proviſt= 
—_—_ Policy and force of ſome _— of the Conntrey, 
to unlade what Goods the Nation had put aboard the Fonas. 
For all which, wee have not onely the advice of our diſtreſſed 
Friends there, but ſuch infallible information as your Wor- 
ſhips may perceive by the incloſed authentick Copies of Let- 
ters from his Inſtruments at Smyrna to his Lordſhip here; by 
which you will too plainly jperceive his Lordſhip did and 
Rill doth aime at all the Eſtate the Natton had in the Coun- 
trey ; and for that cauſe hee was ſo much enraged for the de- 
re of the Hercules,and William and Thomas, whoſe Goods 

ee efteemed as ſo much loſs to him, 

Wee have been now ſeyen dayes out of his Lordfhi

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hands, and are endeavouring to free that Eſtate they have al- 
ready taken at Smyrna, as alſo to defend cur elves, and your 
ERates in future from him, and free the Ships out of Port 
(vhich no queſtion 2t laſt will bee proved have been detain- 
ed by his Lordſhip to this #1 purpoſe 3) And if poſſible, to 
procure the return of Dollars, 2o in 30000, his Lordſhip 
| hath unavoidably toreed from us in the Leviation Accompr, 
upon itrange pretences. All which (by the aſſiſtance of our 
obliged and worthy Friend Sig. H{luffriſimo Cuppes, together 
with the expence of Dollars 3o in 40000, to the Vizier 
and «ther Turkiſh Miniſters) wee doubt not but ſpeedily to 
eff. ; tor without this honelt defenſive remedy, wee can ex- 
pe notbing bur ruine to all your Eſtate in the Countrey, 
which itill hee threatneth, and endeavours by all his devilliſh 
policy and means to effef&; but the V/izier, and the two Cad. 
dele:kjers, who are our Judges, are ſo poſſeſt with the truth 
and reaion of eur Cauf. as well by the people of the Coun- 
treys as our (clves, that they have given us full aſſurance by 
promiſes,proteliations, and ſound probabilities, that our juſt 
demands ſhall bee accompliſhed, for which wee all faithfully 
and earnei:ly endeavor night and day, and ſo do hourly ex- 
peR a pvod determination of it ; and till there bee an iſſue or 
{:rtlement given tochis our confuſed condition (which wee 
hi.pe will not continue for many dayes_) no nurog an Prin- 
ci; al ' muſt expe& advice from any FaQtor here, becauſe no 
rivate man can fitly adviſe any thing till the general Bufineſs 
better ordered : And as wee proceed therein, wec ſhall by 
all waies and conveyances give your Worſhips a true and ex- 
at Accompt. Wee do humbly beſeech your Worthips to ac- 
knowledy the good Offices of the States Agent to their Am- 
baſſador with you, and ſo iully certifie him that /[luftr. Sign, 
Cuppes appeared no waies againft his Lordſhip as Ambaſſador, 
or trenching on the Kings Honour, but reſpeRtully and mo» 

deltly for the ſafety of your Eſtates. 

To particularize all pafſages and circamſtances in this Bu- 
fine(s, would prove more troubleſom than needfull to your 
Worthips, ſo pleafe to accept of this Relation ; for this is the 
preſent 
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preſent fate of yours and our condition ; which though nog 
ſo well as wee could wiſh, yet better than wee could ima- 
gine : for the hand was up, the match lighted, and a little 
more time would have blown nap all. Wee need nor pur 
your Worſhips in minde ſpeedily to ſend us another Prote. 
Qor,ie- ing the neceflity of your occaſions craves it too plain» 
ly ; and in confidence ot your ſpeedy reſolution thereof, wee 
ſhall continue, hoping our delires will bee (atisfied, and-the 
Eitates in berter ſecurity, by his ſpeedy accival here, wflich 
God in mercy grant. 

His Lord(hips Cauſe is ſo bad, that Signor Domenico your 
Secretary , Signor George, and all other Drnggermen, have 
not onely declined his Lordſhip, but apply themſelvs to us, 
(and eſpecially che former). In fine, wee conceive his Lord- 
ſhip findes his tormer bad Proceedings have made him unca+ 
pable tv return into Fngland, and alio uncertain of his Refis 
dence here ; which, cogether with the improvident uſe hee 
hath made of t:is g olden rime, thar hee intended to feize u 
on ali Hee and his unworthy In':ruments could catch hold 
of ; toi tv this pu: pole hee civertcd the Golden Fleeces advan» 
tagious deſfhyne tor Venice; which at firſt was approved and 
cau-ed by bis own conlent, and occaſioned her FaRor here, 
to whom ſhee was conſigned, to let her him to fraight, that 
ſo Hi:-ſel', Family, and undue gott n Eſtate may be convey» 
ed (as is 'uppo!rd) into France, withwhoſe Ambaſſador,there 
hath beer oiten a more than ordinary correſpondency of 
late.

Before the ſealing] up of our Letter, wee have procured an 
Imperial Command for the recovering of the Eſtate into our 
hands, taken away at\ Smyrna; as alſo for the attaching the 
Perſons, and bringing up of thofe good Agents of his _ 
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ſhips hither, to anſwer their proceedings and behaviour : the 
obtaining of which command, wee are not a little glad of, 
beeing our obligatory Teitimony of the Viziers beeing our 
rand, age tyes him thereby to continue ſo, which wee hope 
effeGua llyto findeytwe dates hence, when bis Lordſhip is to 
appear wich-us before him 5 bur in caſe hee refuſeth (as alrea- 
-dy hee bath don) the V:zier will give ſentence againſt him. 

Your Worſhips may bee pleaſed to take notice, that his 
Lord(hips chief Counſellor, in theſe his undue proceedings, 
is Mr Henry Hyde, of whoſe good ſervice in your former oc- 
cakions at the Morea, wee need not to give teſtimony ; but can 
aſſure your Worſhips, that fince his ——_ hee 
hath occationed great diſturbance amongſt the Nation ; and 
now at laſt, (had the deſign before mentioned taken effeft ) 
might have raiſed his decayed fortunes, by the ruine of yours 
and our Eſtates ; but thanks bee to Cod, the Counſel of 4- 
cbitapbel is turned into foly. And for your late Treaſurer 
Fobn Woolf, the ſatisfying of whoſe debts hath ſo mounted 
the laſt leviation, hee is ſo farr from acknowledging the cnr- 
telics done in acquitting him from his Creditors, that hre i3 
becom afſitant © though a weak one) to his'Lordſhip in the 
proceeding aforementioned; And having deſerted Gallata, 
with Mr Heniy Hyde, refides at his Lordſhips, laying their 
heads toget! e' in contriving miſchicf againſt thoſe from 
whom they have had their maintenance.

Right Worſoipfull Sirs, 


Hp may plea\ yoa, our laſt from hence was per the ſhip F/il- 
liam and Thomas, advifing his Lordſhips proceedings for 
another leviation for diſcharging your Debts at CofFantinople, 
beeing then informed that the whole amounted unto Dollars 
118109; and how wee were reſolved to withſtand it, until} 
your Worſhips further pleaſure ſhould bee ſignified unto us 
concerning the ſame, for ſuch reaſons as wee then preſumed 
eo lay open unto you ; and that in the mean time wee had 
preſented our grievances to his Lordſhips gracious perula), 
the Copy whereof went annexed to our ſaid Letter, to both 
which you may pleaſ to have reference. 

The 24 of March following, our Conſul called a Court, 
and declared his Lordſhips anſwer to our faid Letter, difli- 
king our proceedings ; and by a new Order prohibiced the 
lading of Goods, and receiving them on board, and the dcs 
parture ot Ships, untill the ſaid leviation were paid accor- 
ding to his former Order, and Schedule now ſent down, 
ſhewing each man his proportionable part for this Faftory of 
Smyrna, amounting in all to Dollars 5 4950, and for the 
FaRory at Conffantineple,to Dollars 5 6000 ; is together Dol- 
lars 110950. Whereupon, wee generally defired that his 
Lordſhip would bee pleaſed to ſuſpend the execution of the 
ſaid Order of leviation, untill ſach time wee ſhould receiv 
your Worſhips farther Order about it, without which, wee 
our'ſelys were like to pay it out of our own Parſes, as in the 
laſt leviation ; receiving fince particular Orders from ſome 
of our principals, not tor pay any leviations, otherwiſe ic 
ſhould bee for our own Accompes, and not theirs. _ 

The 24 of Aprill, the Conſull called another Court, fig- 


nifying 
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nifying unto us that his Lordſhip did require an accompt 
for the departure of the Ship 1/illiam and Thomas, and Suc- 
ceſs, contrary to his Lordſhips Commands, there beeing an 
Officer of the Viziers come down to apprehend Captain 
To. Porter, and to carrie him up to Confantinople (which 
Ships departed at their own pleaſures,beeing not in our pow- 
ers to ſtay them.) And that concerning the leviation it was 
inevitable, and his Lordſhip was reſolved upon it, and there- 
fore would force us unto it, and expe& repair of Honor from 
the Delinquents; whereupon fearing his Lordſhips farther 
diſpleaſure, which might beget ſom greater inconveniencies 
amongſt us, wee preſumed to yield unto his Lordſhips Com- 
mands, by way of a ſubmiſhve orderly cemplyance, and con- 
form vur felvs unto the paymene of our parts of the ſaid le- 
viation, in preportion to the Eſtates wee received on the la 
general Ships, Hercules, Sampſon, and Smyrna- Merchant, ac- 
cording to our parrticular affefiments ; as appeareth by our 
general Letter preſented his Lordſhip, and entredin Cancella- 
ria, grounded upon the reſulc of this dayes Court ; defiring 
his Lordſhip would bee pleaſed to allow us four moneths time 
for payment, for ſuch reaſons as wee have alledged in che 
ſame. | 
The 6 of May, the Conſull told us hee had received other 
letters from his Lordſhip, prohibiting not onely the lading 
of Goods, 1nd the departure of any Ships, uncill the leviation 
bee fettled ; bur alſo therein more fully fignifies anddeclares, 
ahat untill the Grand Signors Fleet bee gone forth hee cannc # 

ic any Ship, eicher at Conffantinople or here, to lade or 
bee diſpee ted, and that accordingly his Lordſhip is fo requi- 
of this State. And in like manner hath ordered and com» 
manded thoſe whom it concerns both above, and in this Port 
20 obſery the ſame, And moreover farther witneſſing, which 
accordingly (as hee ſaid) hee was bound to acquaint us how 
chat the Embargoe at ( onffantinople, and here was ſeconded, 
and his Lordſhip to avoid farther dangers and inconvenien- 
cies to the Publick, could nov refuſe his conſent theeeun- 
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The 10 of May arrived here Mr. Fobn Hetherington, a ſer- 
vant to his Lexd(bip, and Signor Lorenzo Zuma, Greek, one 
at his Lordſhips Druggermen from Conſtaxtinople, who the 
next-morning moyed qQur Conſul to call a Court for the Na- 
tion; where beging aſſembled, the Conſul told the {aid He- 
therington and Lorenzo, that their delires were pertormed,and 

-therefore required them to deliver what they had in Commitl- 
fon from his-Lord{hip ; who produced an Order of the 27 
April, dire&ted to the Conſul and us, for payment of the ſaid 
Leviation torthwich, or elſe co proceed according to his far- 
ther Order, Warrant, and Inſtructions in ſuch bekalt, and we 
to bee anſwerable to ſuch loſs, dammage, and inconvenien- 
cies as may enſue thereby. To which wee anſwered, that 
the Leviation was ſubſcribed unto, and therefore defired the 
ſaid Hetberington and Lorenzo to Ray four or five daies, untill 
his Lord(hip ſhould return an(wer to our Letter of the 24 of 
April! ; the ſaid Lorenz told us, hee would retire and peruſe 
his Lordſhips Commithon, and in two houres return, to 
have a more full and fatisfaftory anſwer from us : which be- 
ing expired, hee declared that his Lordſhips Commiſſion re- 
quired torthwith ready Meney or Goods ; (beeing his [nltru- 
tion, from which hee cou!d not vary.) Whereupon Mr 
Fobn Lancelst firlt anſwered (as hee was a Merchant) he could 
not depolite his Cloth, for his Credits ſake, but would give 
his Bills tor kis:and Mr Dixwel Brents proportionable part 
ofthe leviation, payable at Conſtantinople per Mr Thomas Pi- 
$1, at hvedajes light into his Lordſhips Cancel/aria; which 
was refuſed, unleſs they would depolite the value in Cloth, 
and j'rart more towards charges, in the poſſeſſion of him 
the- taid Lorenzo; which they (aid again, tor their Credits 
fake (as they were Merchants) could not.confſent unto ; ſo 
referred themſelvs unto the ſaid Lorenz's farther proceed- 
ings, if theſe protfers would not bee accepted of, beeing not 
poſſible for them at preſent 80 procure Moneys at Intereſt,or 
otherwiſe. | 

The like conditions wee all in generall profered far our 
proportionable parts,but were reiuſed by the ſaid Hetherington 

and 
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and Lorenzo; whereupon the Conſull told them, they had 
ull our afferits for payment of the leviation 3 and ifchar,uvith 
ſuch reaſons and proffers as wee propbunded, might not bee 
fatisfaNYory, the Conſull and wee in generall referred our 
ſc]ves to the faid Loretizoes farther proceedings. 

After this, the ſaid Hetherington and Lorenzo preſently re- 
repaired t the Caddies, accompanied with a prime Chiowz of 
the Viſiers, and declared their farther Commillions ; after 
publicatioa whereof, the Caddie ſent for the Conſul, and all 
our Nation, where the Capitulations were firſt taken away 
by Warrant, and the Conſull in a moſt barbarous manner 
was laid hold on, with Dixwell Brent, Danic!l Edwards, Jobn 
Pixlty, Samuel Barnardifton, George Hanger, and Fames Myer, 
and committed Priſoners into the cultody of the faid Chrouz 
and Officers, and tranſported to a houſe ( taken by them ot 
purpoſe ) where they were violently, and in a formidable 
tnanner thruſt into a datk Chamber, and at length were for- 
ced to preſent Dollars 300, to have a window ſet open to 
give them light and ayre ; the Conſull telling the faid Hztb:r- 
ington and Lorenzo before hee was ſurpriſed, in the preſence of 
the Caddies, that neither hee, or the Nation, had any wayts 
tranſgrefſed the Grand Signors or his Lordſhips Commands, 
and that hee did not fear what they could do unto him, no 
not ſo much as to dye, in perfotmange of his faith and truſt 
to the Levant Company, whom hee had truly f(erved, as 
likewiſe for his love and affeXloa hee bore to the Mation here 
under his charge, whom hee would never betray, hoping 
ſhortly ro ſee his own Countrey again, And im two hoors 
after, the ſaid Hetheriugton, Lorenzo, and Chiouz, Caddie, and 
Neipe, ſealed up all our Counting-bouſes, Magazines, and 
ſome Chambers ; and in rwo dayes after tranſported the Pri- 
ſoners overland, up to C— where they were deli- 
vered co his Lord(hips power and fGfe cuſtody 3 wee in the 
mean time deing left like ſo many Sheep without a Shepherd, 
and ignorant where to ſeek proteftion- 

The next day after departure of theſe Priſoners, the (aid 
Hetherington and Lorenzo ſealed up our Cleth in our own 
N 2 Ware- 
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Warehonſes, for what concerned our proportionable parts of 

the Leviation, at the rate of Dollars 45 per Cloth, and ; part 
wore towards Charges. 

The 18 day of My. at the inſtance of the (aid Hetherinton 
and Lorenzo, the remainder of us left here behinde met toge- 
ther, where the (aid Hetberington told us wee had not brought 

- in our bills of Exchange for Conſtantinople, for the parts of 
our Leviation, and; part more; unto which wee anſwered: 
wee had complyed with his Lordſhips Commands, in all wil- 
ling and obedient manner, according to our preſent poſſibj- 
lities, untill wee ſhould be able to ſatishe the ſame with our 
ready Monies here, or by our Bills payable in Conſtantinople at 
5 dayes fight, wherein wee promiſed co ule our utmoſt indea- 
vors, hoping to redeem our Cloth again, which wee had 
depoſited, and they ſealed up, for our proportionable parts 
of the Leviation. 

In few dayes after arrived here one of the principalleſt Chi- 
waz:s of the Grand Signor with new commands ſent down 
by his Lordſhip, by vertue whereof the ſaid Hetherington and 
Lorenzo ſeized wpon the Perſons of Fobn Ball, Henry Davey, 
Pbillip F arwell, Nathaniell Bargardiſton,and Fobn Ingolds/y, who 
were committed priſoners to the ſaid Chiouz, who uſed them 
with ſome humanity, and ſent up the next day to Conſtanti- 
nople, to be delivered unto his Lordſhips power ; aſter whoſe 
departure ( all Law being fer alide ) che ſaid Hetherington and 
Lorenzo by this command cane down,opened all our Ware- 
houſes, and by violence carried all our Goods away into ſe- 
verall Canes of the Turks, as well what they hal ſealed up, 
for the Leviation, as all other Goods of what nature ſoever 
they could finde, unleſs it were ſuch as was ſealed up, and 
belonged to Turks, and other of the Grand Signors Subje&s, 
and left many of us ſo bare, that wee had not wherewithall 
to afford us a piece of Bread, to keep life and foul together, 
onely bare promiſes. The ſaid Cbiouz remaining behinde, 
pus us dayly into great tears that wee ſhould all bee ſent up, 
or clapt up here in Priſon, which cauſed many of us to repair. 


on board the ſhip for ſuccour, here being iu harbour the 
Ship's 
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Ships Rainbew, Jonas, Hopewell, and Triangle, ._ 

In all which time of this diftra&i on and ſufferings odr 
miſcries have been much condoled by the chief Turks and in- 
habicants of this place, who ſeem to ſympathife withus in 
our ſad conditions; and had not the Commands been fo 
powerfull, the whole Town would have riſen up in our de- 
tenſ and proteCtion, who have privately adviſed ot cheſe abu- 
ſes, which as they themſelves confeſs, are like to ruine, not 
only this ſcale, but that of Aleppo and Conftantinople alſo, ro 
the diſhonor of the Grand Signor, and ruine of many of his 
Subjefte,and of a profitable and acceptable triend ( our Nati 
on ) to becomea potent enemy againſt them, 

The 28 of June came letters from Conffantinople, adviſing 
the Viſiers Order for reſcuing both FaRories from his Loc4- 
ſhips impriſonment,and particular advice to ſome of us here 
lett,for apprehending the Perſons of the ſaid Hetherington and 
Lorenzo, and to keep them in ſafe Cuſtodies on board our 
Ships, fearing ( wee having no order as yet to receiv our E- 
ſtates out of their poſſeilions ) they might convey our ſaid 
Eſtates away, or ſell them for half their worth, and ſo make 
their private eſcapes out of Town, expeCting dayly a C bieuz 
to carry up their Perſons to Conſtantinople, and to free our 
Goods, hoping all will go well again for us. Hereupon the 
very ſame day, the faid Hetherington and Lorenzo, ( without 
any noif or rumor)were by the Marriners conveyed on board 
ſeverall. Ships from the ſaid H2therintons lodging; viz. Hes 
therington on broad the Triangle, Iilliem Hodges Commanderz 
and Lorenzo on board the Hopewell, Nicholas Terrick Com» 
mander ; where now they remain, to the contentment of the 
inhabitants here, who daily expe their ſending up to the 
Port, there to anſwer to ſuch crimes and inſolencies as ſhall 
bee objefted and proved againſ} them, 

Thus wee have preſumed -plaivly and diſtin&ly(accordiags 
ly as wee conceive it becomes us ) though briefly, to preſent 
unto your Worſhips peruſall, the whole proceſs of his Lord- 
ſhips proceedings againſt us here in Smyrna ( fince our laſt ) 
according to our experience of the paſſages ; by which your 

Worthips 
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—_ pay conjeRture his Lord(hips farther inten- 
tions. And for what hath occurred at Conſtantinople, your 
Worſhips will receiv \ Ser conveyance, advife 'to both 
which wee pray you to bee referred ; which being taken into 
your deliberate conſiderations, may afford ſuch fiirure means 
of prote&ion, and incouragement to enter into a way of ſet- 
- ling this Turky Trade in ſuch a poſture, that wee hope theſe 
lofie may bee repaired with advantage. 

And fo wee humbly take our leaves, having given your 
Worſhips _ of our concordance, in the diſcharge of 


our obligations and duties, and in conformity wee ſubſcribe, 
evermore reſting,
